Sao Francisco Project 


The power yield of these developments adds up to a 
total of 1,397,200 kw., or almost as much power as 
there is now being produced in Brazil. 

The most ambitious of these projects is the Sao 
Francisco. Described as the Brazilian TVA, it calls 
for the construction of a series of dams on the 1.800 
mile-long Sao Francisco River, with emphasis on the 
utilization of the Paulo Afonso Cascade between the 
States of Baia and Alagoas. 

The river, which drains a valley of 260,000 square 
miles, rich in mineral and agricultural resources, is 
expected to yield about 500,000 horsepower. The 
Paulo Affonso Cascade, with a fall of 265 feet, is about 
170 miles from the mouth of the river. Another fall is 
situated near the city of Itaparica, and higher up 
there other power sites near Joazeiro and Pirapora. 

The Sao Francisco venture, as well as the other 
power projects, in addition to meeting the growing 
needs of Brazil’s rising industries will in turn create 
circumstances which will induce the growth of new 
economic developments and communities. The Sao 
Francisco project is to be patterned on the TVA in 
the United States. Brazilian officials have been mak- 
ing an extensive study of the electrical installations 
and farms in the Tennessee Valley with the intention 
of including similar projects in the Brazilian power 
plans. 

The power dams to be created in Minas Gerais are 
expected to stimulate the development of a light metals 
industry near Pocos de Caldas. 

In turning to water as a source of power, Brazil is 
following the trend in countries like Japan, Italy and 
France where water facilities are plentiful and coal 
and oil are searce. The Brazilian hydroelectric pro- 
gram is the most startling yet undertaken in Latin 
America. 

Water Resources Code 


Brazil's waterpower program stems from the Water 
Resources Code of July 10, 1934 which has been rein- 
forced by continuous legislation in the intervening 
years. It is based on the principle that “the nation 
has an inalienable right to and absolute possession of 
all water-power resources in public waters either for 
common use or subject to domain.” 

In application of its provisions the code is mo- 
tivated by the following three principles: 


1. Insure adequate service, 2. Establish fair rates, 
3. Guarantee financial stability of the power com- 
panies. 

The history of Brazil's electrical industry dates back 
to 1883 when the first 70 horsepower steam plant was 
built. By 1889 there were three plants, one of which 
was the hydroelectric plant in the city of Luiz de 
Flores, State of Minas Gerais. In 1920, 431 areas 
were served by 306 enterprises of which 134 were 
thermoelectric, 204 hydroelectric and 5 plants were 
of combined type. In 1920 more than 370,074 horse- 
power of the 475,632 installed capacity was of hydro- 
electric origin. 

Currently there is a total of 1,922 generating units 
supplying light and power to 2,891 cities. They con- 
sist of 990 hydroelectric plants, 901 thermoelectric 
plants and 31 of combined types. 

Of these the thermoelectric plants produce 231,200 
kw. while the hydroelectric units turn out 1,194,200 
kw. The nation’s largest, and the world’s seventh 
largest, hydroelectric plant is located at Cubatao. Its 
installed capacity is 349,000 kw. although its ultimate 
‘apacity is put at 1,000,000 horsepower. 


Availability of Cheap Power 


At the moment the States of Sao Paulo, Minas 
Gerais and Rio de Janeiro, plus the Federal District, 
consume more electric power than the rest of the 
nation put together. With the realization of the pro- 
jected plans to double Brazil’s current electrical out- 
put, the nation is expected to acquire sufficient new 
power to keep it well supplied for many years. 

Moreover, this power will become available through 
vast stretches of central Brazil giving fresh energy to 
areas heretofore relegated to the hinterland. The 
founding of new communities, vast irrigation projects, 
new industries, extension of inexpensive, electrically- 
operated railroads, bringing the cities and country 
closer together, are now within the scope of practical 


reality.

Thread Export Ban Relaxed 


The Ministry of Finance has relaxed its restrictions 
on the export of cotton thread, following assurance 
received from the Executive Textile Council that the 
present national output is sufficient in volume to per- 
mit at least 2,000,000 kilos of this commodity to leave 
the country annually. Eighty per cent of the thread 
for export would consist of the carded category while 
the remainder would be combed. 

With the lifting of the ban on cotton thread exports, 
as contained in decree-law No. 9,647 of August 22. 
1946, Brazil will be able to fulfill many of the recently- 
concluded agreements regarding shipments of thread 
abroad. 

Exports of this product, however, will still be regu- 
lated through a system of licenses which are to be 
procured from the Export-Import Department of the 
Banco do Brasil. 
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@ EARLY 1947 BANK DEPOSITS HIT RECORD HIGH 


Bank deposits during the first three months of the 
current year have hit a record high, loans are again 
on the rise, following the inflationary situation of 
January and February, and banking establishments 
have increased in number, according to latest figures 
released regarding the general credit situation of 
Brazil. 

Bank deposits for the first quarter of 1947 are 
320.038% greater than in December 31, 1939, and 
7.86% greater than in the same period in 1946. Loans 
have increased by 301.33% in the period of 1939 to 
1946 and banking establishments have risen from 1,920 
in 1942 to 2,181 in March of 1947.

@ BRAZIL PRODUCING PREFABRICATED HOUSES FOR EXPORT 


Brazil has several manufacturers of prefabricated 
houses, one of whom plans to export as many as 100 
houses a month, according to Foreign Commerce 
Weekly. Deliveries to be made by this manufacturer 
are to be without hardware, window panes, electrical 
installations, plumbing fixtures, and shingles—which 
fact will permit the inclusion of local styles and prefer- 
ences in these features. 

The houses are constructed in five different styles, 
and the floor plans may be altered easily to suit indi- 
vidual desires, according to the manufacturer’s state- 
ment. 

All-Wood Construction 

All-wood construction is used in all the houses. With 
the exception of window frames and doors, which are 
made of cedar and “imbuia,” first-and second-grade 
Parana pine is used. This pine is said to be brittle, 
lighter, and less resinous than North American pine or 
fir. All of the wood is reported to be treated chemically 
to provide resistance against moisture, insect action, 
and fire, with the use of a process which is claimed to 
have given excellent results. 

The five styles of houses, under the trade names of 
Futurista, California, Mi Casita, Econémico, and 
Combate, meet the demand for low-cost units, ranging 
in price from 17,850 to 31,500 cruzeiros (1 cruzeiro= 
about US$0.054). Price quotations, however, are sub- 
ject to adjustment to market fluctuations in lumber 
and labor costs. An irrevocable letter of credit and 
payment against shipping documents are required. 

120 Bundles Per House 

The Foreign Commerce Weekly adds that in pack- 

ing for shipment, pieces for individual sections are 


bundled together; there are about 120 bundles for each 
house. With a shipping volume ranging for the differ- 
ent types of houses from 10 cubic meters to 17.2 cubic 
meters, and a weight from 6,000 kilograms to 10,371 
kilograms, the number of pieces range from 1,250 to 
1,600. Instructions for assembly are furnished with 
the contract. 


Easy Assembly 


All pieces used in the houses are planed, and they 
are cut to dimensions for easy assembly. All major 
framework is assembled, and fittings are tested, before 
shipment is made. 

Workmen who are familiar with this type of con- 
struction can assemble a house in 24 hours, but much 
more time naturally is required by persons unfamiliar 
with the operation. 

Owned by a technician in woods and carpentry, the 
Brazilian factory here discussed had 90 workmen em- 
ployed in December 1946, at which time production 
was at the rate of 4 houses a day. The goal was for a 
capacity of 10 houses a day, or 250 a month, within 2 
months. The company has a capital investment of 
5,000,000 cruzeiros, of which 1,000,000 cruzeiros is in 
machinery and equipment. 


Exports to Europe 


The export representative of the company hopes to 
develop a demand in Europe. An order for 500 units 
is reported to have been receiving governmental con- 
sideration in the Philippine Islands. 

This Brazilian undertaking is relatively new, and 
the backlog of orders is not large at this time. 


@ NEW EQUIPMENT BOLSTERS RAILWAY TRANSPORTATION 


Railway transportation facilities in Brazil have im- 
proved a great deal in recent months. Much new roll- 
ing stock has been added to both passenger and freight 
trains in all railroad systems throughout the nation. 
The Sorocabana Railroad is among those which made 


the greatest progress in becoming more efficient by ae- 
quiring 42 electric Diesel locomotives, purchased from 
the General Electric. The locomotives are powered by 


660 horsepower Diesel motors.

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@ PAN AMERICAN UNION ISSUES BRAZIL TRADE STUDY 


The foreign commerce of Brazil during the war years 
and in 1945 and 1946 is presented in the latest issue 
of the Foreign Trade Series, entitled “Foreign Com- 
merce of Brazil, 1940-1946,” prepared by the Division 
of Economic Information of the Pan American Union. 

During the war years total Brazilian trade reached 
new highs, the 1944 total being almost twice the 1940 
level. As shown by a chart and statistical tables, both 
imports and exports reflected sizeable gains in this 
period with the export surplus also increasing from 
1940 onward. 

Complete Statistical Data 


In addition to statistics of total imports and ex- 
ports, tables showing the origins and destinations of 
this trade for a four-year period together with aver- 
age annual figures for 1936-1940 are presented. From 
these tables it will be seen that the United States con- 
tinued throughout the period covered as the leading 
supplier of Brazilian imports and the leading con- 
sumer of her exports. The United Kingdom and Ar- 
gentina were also important in this trade. 


Almost half of Brazil’s imports consisted of manu- 
factured articles, of which the major part comprised 
machinery, vehicles and apparatus. On the export side 
the leading items which Brazil supplied to the world 
were coffee and cotton. Tables are presented in this 
study of the commodities of import and export, to- 
gether with countries of destination of exports. 


Re-emergence of European Market 


An analysis of the trade of Brazil by countries for 
1945 and 1946 reveals the re-appearance in this trade 
of many of the European nations whose trade with the 
Western Hemisphere had been cut off during the war 
years. Total trade continued to rise in 1945 and showed 
an even more accelerated gain in 1946. 

This is the second in the revised series of detailed 
studies in the foreign trade of the Latin American 
Republics and will be followed by others on the trade 
of Cuba, Chile and all the Republics of the Western 
Hemisphere. 


@ CARNAUBA WAX IN LEAD AS EXPORT ITEM 


Owing to its sudden rise in value, Carnatba wax, 
has recently emerged as one of the most prized Bra- 
zilian export items. In the opinion of some experts 
Carnatba wax can vie in importance with any other 
raw material found in Brazil. 


U.S. Principal Purchaser 


The United States is the principal purchaser of 
Carnatba wax. With the termination of World War 
Il, however, Great Britain, France, Denmark, Fin- 
land and Norway have resumed purchases of this 
product in substantial volumes. 

Carnatba wax is used in the manufacture of floor 
polish as well as polish for automobiles and fine furni- 
ture. Other products made from this wax are high- 
grade shoe polish and sealing wax for fruit and vege- 


table preserves. It is also employed in the processing of 
photographic film, carbon paper, water-proofing ma- 
terials, phonograph records and textiles.

@ MANIOC CULTIVATION GAINING AS VALUE INCREASES 


The cultivation of manioc, a plant from which 
starch, tapioca, alcohol and flour are extracted, has 
been making great strides in recent years. Currently 
it makes up an important export item from Brazil. 


Easily Cultivated 


Easily cultivated and adaptable to all climates, 
manioce is particularly native to Brazil where Indians 
have been using it as a food staple dating back to the 
time when Brazil was discovered. 

It is known in two forms, as “aipim,” when used 
directly, and as “poison manioc” when used for in- 


dustrial purposes with the toxic quality eliminated 
during its processing. 


All-Time Record 


The average annual production of manioc from 1939 
to 1943 amounted to 7,830,880 tons. Production hit 
an all-time high in 1943 with an output of 9,023,637 
tons valued at Cr$852,427,000. 

From 1929 to 1934, the State of Rio Grande do Sul 
held first place as the nation’s chief manioc producer. 
Later, however, the States of Pernambuco, Bahia and 
Minas Gerais rose to the same levels.

Rice Production Rises 


Rice production in 1946 has increased appreciably 
over that of the year previous. Its crop totalled 
46,198,634 bags, or approximately 11,000,000 bags 
more than in 1945. The value rose from Cr$2,441,- 
353,052 to Cr$3,117,016,482. 

According to the National Foreign Trade Council 
this year’s rice crop in the State of Rio Grande do 
Sul, is expected to be one of the largest on record with 
a surplus for export likely to reach 2,800,000 bags. 


Brazil's Chief Customers 


The Western Hemisphere and Europe continue to 
be the most important importers of Brazilian prod- 
ucts as shown by the figures for January to April of 
1947. North and South America have purchased 
52.537, of Brazil’s total export volume, valued at 
51.33% of the total. Europe absorbed 31.66% of the 
volume which represented 35.677 of the total value. 

Africa purchased only 2% of the volume while 
Oceania bought scarcely anything at all. Asia bought 
152,269 tons of goods valued at Cr$624,796,000.

The United States and Argentina were the most 
important purchasers of Brazilian products in the 
Western Hemisphere, having bought 29.80% and 
14.64% of the total, respectively. The value of the 
United States purchases amounted to 38.51% of the 
total while that of Argentina rose to 8.25%. 


U.K. Purchases Heavy 


The United Kingdom headed the list of European 
customers and suppliers to Brazil during the first 
quarter of this year. Imports from the U.K. reached 
a volume of 64,460 tons value 353,471,000 cruzeiros 
during the first quarter of 1947 (52,955 tons, 130,- 
197,000 cruzeiros in the corresponding period of 
1946). The corresponding figures for exports to the
